If the spirit of Morgan, the pirate, 
should take the seas again and over­ 
haul the United States Auxiliary Ship

long deceased pirate would 
behold 
the most wonderful prize cargo which 
ever fell into his hands. 


If the boxes containing the exhibit 
which is consigned to the U. S. Pub­ 
lic Health Service were broken open, 
strange and varied would he the ob­ 
je c t s which would he found therein; 
many of them illustrating subjects 
which were undreamed of in Mor­ 
gan’s day. 
There would be a small 
theatre in which would be shown by 
beautiful paintings the story of a 
typhoid bacillus carrier and how she 
innocently spread typhoid fever and 
how >lic innocently spread 
typhoid 
fever and brought sorrow and death 
to many. Other models show how the 
same disease is 
spread 
by 
flies, 
oysters and water, and still 
other 
models would show tlie* influence of 
the improvement of public water sup­ 
plies on the spread of tlie disease. 
There are mosquitoes in this strange 
cargo, mosquitoes as large as eagles, 
lifeless to he sure, yet showing in 
every detail the life history of this 
disease carrying insect from the egg 
to adult mosquito-hood. There would 
he fleas which would strike terror to 
the heart of the looting pirate: fleas 
big a> dogs; so exhibited as to dem­ 
onstrate the manner in which 
they 
carry plague from rats to man, and 
speaking of rats, there would be the 
model of a ratiess ship in which no 
rodent is permitted to take passage, 
and in order to further 
discourage 
this ubiquitous enemy of man, tlie 
exhibit graphically shows the various 
methods whcih may lie employed in 
its destruction. 
Poor Morgan would 
certainly rub hi> eyes in amazement 
were he to see the beautiful blown 
g la ss models of the germs which 
produce the various diseases of man, 
and were a scientist of today he 
would go into raptures over the deli­ 
cately tinted glass models showing 
the lower forms of vegetable 
life 
which transmute foul and dangerous 
sewage 
into 
harmless 
materials. 
There is a model showing the money 
which flows out of Unde Sam’s poc­ 
ket every year to pay the hills for 
wholly preventable 
diseases; 
more 
money than Morgan took in his fam­ 
ous sacking of Panama, a sum far 
greater than the total amount of his 
lootings. 


When this exhibit is installed at 
San Francisco it will include a model 
municipal laboratory which will 
be 
engaged in the examination of water 
furnished by common carriers to p a s ­ 
sengers in interstate traffic.

will be models and charts and draw­ 
ings to illustrate tlie ravages caused 
by yellow fever, smallpox, tuberculo­ 
sis, rallies, Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever, typhus fever, and diphtheria;

Vast Difference In Fighting Of 
Civil War And That In Europe 


BY BURTON K. STAN D1S1I 
(U. F. Staff Co rrespo ndent.) 


Washington, Feb. 17.—Warfare is 
not what it was in the 
olden days’ 
More specifically, there 
is a 
vast 
difference between the fighting that 
has been listed in history under the 
name of the Civil War, 
and 
the 
fighting of today 
in 
Europe, 
for 
which the final name has not 
yet 
been found. 


General I. R. Sherwood, Congress­ 
man from Ohio, the only member of 
Congress who served in the 
Civil 
W ar as an officer, has been drawing 
comparison for himself and his con­ 
clusions are interesting. 
“Yes indeed, there 
is 
a 
differ­ 
ence,” he 
said. 
“The 
destructive 
power of modern arms and arm a­ 
ment is probably ten times as great 
as in our Civil War, which was at 
the time the greatest, bloodiest and 
most 
destructive 
war of modern 
times. 
But the 
ethical 
differences 
are most startling. 


“Our war of over four years du­ 
ration was fought on both sides 
by 
volunteers. 
With the 
exception of 
the English, all the great armies in 
this European conflict are 
regular 
soldiers, trained to kill for hire. 
In 
the Civil War the one vital question 
vinolved had been in the 
arena of 
fierce contention and debate for a 
whole decade preceding the war. 
“In our w-ar every soldier behind 
a gun knew what he was fighting for. 
In 
the 
European 
war 
not 
a 
soldier 
behind a 
gun 
knows 
what the war is about, or what is 
involved in the conflict* 
“It is conceded that the power of 
modem killing machines on land is 
ten times as destructive o f 
human 
life? as the man killers of our Civil 
War. 
And on the sea, 
the 
killing 
power is probably twenty 
times 
as 
murderous. 
In the signal battle, be­ 
tween the Monitor and the 
M am ­ 
mae» in Hampton Roads 
March 
9. 
1862, few lives were lost; 
nmv the 
submarine, which 
only 
carries 
a 
crew- of from 12 to 20 
men, 
sends 
the heaviest armored 
dreadnought 
carrying 800 trained middies to the 
bottom of the sea in twenty minues. 
“ In our Civil War, the soldier in 
the ranks carried a gun with a kill­ 
ing range of 800 yards, and accord­ 
ing to Casey’s Infantry tactics 
he 
required six distinct military 
mo­ 
tions to load and fire that gun. And 
lie carried in his cartridge box on his 
left hip only forty rounds of shot 
And that soldier could not pass the 
mustering officer, without 
a 
good 
strong set of front teeth, to bite the 
deadly charge wrapped 
in 
strong 
brown paper. 
In the European war 
the infantry man behind 
the 
gun 
needs no teeth 
to 
kill. 
He carries 
a gun that shoots ten times, 
while 
the 
old 
muzzle 
loading Spring­ 
field 
rifile 
of 
fifty 
years 
ago; 
ago, fired once; 
and the 
modern 
gun carries to kill 
over one 
mile. 
The modem artillery guns not only 
carry six times as far as the guns I 
used to hear in battle, but the death 
missiles they carry are 
more 
than 
three times as destructive. 
“Another striking difference 
be­ 
tween tli<? two 
wars 
is the 
large 
number of Generals who were killed 
in battle in our war, and tin* re­ 
markable absence 
of 
anv 
distin- 


guished victims in either the armies 
in the European combat, 
where at 
least twenty times as many colo­ 
nels and Generals are engaged. 
Up 
to date, and on a battle front of over 
200 miles in 
East 
Prussia 
and 
France, I have heard of only 2 gen­ 
erals of the line killed 
in 
battle, 
while in a five hour battle at Frank­ 
lin, Tennessee, November 30th, 1884 
on a battle front of only two and 
one-half miles, 12 confederate gen­ 
erals 
were killed 
or 
desperately 
wounded. 
“We read also of bayonet charges 
reported from ParD, Berlin, Petro ­ 
grad and London, almost daily.

Vast Difference In Fighting Of 


Civil War And That In Europe

(IT. P. Staff Correspondent.) 


Washington, Feb. 17.—Warfare is 


not what it was in the olden days' 
More specifically, there 
is a vast 


difference between the fighting that 
has been listed in history under the 
name of the Civil War, 
and 
the 


fighting of today 
in 
Europe, 
for 


which the final name has not 
yet 


been found. 


General I. R. Sherwood, Congress- 


man from Ohio, the only member of 
Congress who served hi the 
Civil 


War as an officer, has been drawing 
comparison for himself and his con- 
clusions are interesting. 


"Yes indeed, there 
is 
a 
differ- 


ence," he said. 
"The 
destructive 


power of modern arms and arma- 
ment is probably ten limes as great 
as in our Civil War, which wrts at 
the time the greatest, bloodiest and 
most destructive war 
of modern 


times. But the 
ethical differences 


are most startling. 


"Our war of over four years du- 


ration was fought on both sides by 
volunteers. 
With the 
exception of 


the English, all the great armies in 
:his European conflict are 
regular 


soldiers, trained to kill for hire. In 
the Civil War the one vital question 
i'inolved had been in the 
arena of 


lerce contention and debate for a 
whole decade preceding the war.

a gun knew what he was fighting for.

Question As To Whether It Pays 
To Raise Spring Wheat Answered 


Arthur Cross, director of the Pur- 


lin.1 university experiment 
station 


las sent out a bulletin answering 
he 
question 
of many 
farmers 


vhether it pays to 
raise 
spring 


vheat. It. says: 


The numerous inquiries 
received 


his winter by the Experiment Sta- 
ion concerning the production 
of. 


spring; wheat indicate that 
many 


ly.Tmcrs are considering the advis- 
ibility of raisin? some spring wheat, 
this season. 
These inquiries 
are 


•oming from all parts of the State 
ind seek information concerning the 
:ulaplation of spring wheat to Ind- 
iana conditions, the 
cultural 
re- 


quirements of the crop, hoxv it com- 
pares with winter wheat, whether it 
may be profitably grown in the place 


f oats, the best varieties where to 
•ct seed, etc. This bulletin is 
pre- 


pared with a 
view 
to 
answering 


some of these questions and givin 
a general idea as to what may rea- 
sonably be expected in the way of 
spring wheat yields. 


The immediate cause of this wide- 


spread interest in spring wheat 
the present high price of wheat and 
the prospective hirge demand 
I'm 


food stuffs due to the European war 
Whether or not this demand and the- 
high price will keep up until a cro| 
can be grown and marketed we do 
not feel that we can definitely advise 
one way or the other. 
If the price 


keeps up it might pay to grow some 
spring wheat and the crop 
might 


very well talce the place of some of 
Hie onts. 


To give some idea of what may lie 


expected in the way of spring wheat 
vields, we would eall attention to the 
results secured at this station. Dnr- 
ug the last five years the average 
yield of one of the leading varieties 
of spring wheat was 11.7 bushels per 
icre as against 27.4 bushels of win- 
ler wheat and :>7.fl bushels of oats 
on the same ground. As the seasons 
of 1011 and 1014 were unusually hot 
and hard on spring sown grain, the 
oats and spring 
wheat 
averages 


above cited are abnormally low. Th 
10 year average oats yield on the 
University Farm is 
practically 
50 


bushels and the winter wheat aver- 
age is about 28 bushels to the acre. 
On the same relative basis we might 
expect a spring wheat yield of about 
1C bushels: to the acre, 
in 
other 


words, it would seem reasonable, un- 
der normal conditions, to expect a 


pring wheat yield equal to about 
one-third the normal oats yield, and 
between one-half and two-thirds-the 
normal winter wheat yield on the 
same land. 


The 
cultural 
requirements 
of 


spring wheat arc not much different 
from those of oats. As a rule, how- 
ever, the seed bed should be some- 
what, more carefully prepared since 
the wheat is not so vigorous a feeder 
and will not do well under the care- 
less treatment usually given to oats. 
Soring wheat probably suffers more 
from hot weather than either oais, 
rye or barley' It is important there- 
fore to get it sown as early in the 
spring as possible. 
For this reason, 


also, it is not usually advisable tn 
take the time to plow 
the 
ground 


since the advantage gained in the 


nnj-e thorough soil preparation may 
le more than offset by the conse- 
uent delay in the time of seeding. 


It has been the practice of the Sta- 
tion to drill spring wheat on corn 
stubble 
ground 
after 
thorough 


double disking and harrowing. Drill- 
ing tile seed 
is much 
belter than 


sowing it broadcast. 


The rate of seeding 
should 
be 


about six pecks per acre. 
If broad- 


casting is necessary, as may be the 
case when se->uing on 
corn 
stalk 


round where the drill will not work 


satisfactorily, somewhat more seed 
should be used ".*•' some of it will 
not be sufficiently covered to germ- 
inate. 


Whether or not the. crop should be 


fertilized will depend upon the con- 
dition of the soil. In most cases it 
will be profitable to use some readily 
soluble prosphnte and 
perhaps 
a 


little potash. If the potash is hard to 
get, acid phosphate alone should be 
applied, using about 200 pounds to 
the acre. 


Of the varieties tested at this sta- 


tion in recent years, the Marvel mid 
Marquis have proven most satisfac- 
tory. Seed ol'Jhese may be obtained 
from practically all northern seed 
dealers.
